(Roberts,) he is equally disgusted with the rude familiarity of 
the supposed father, as with the forward conduct of his intended 
wife, who first presents herself asa silly romp ‘extremely at- 
tached to scratch cradle and bachelor’s buttons ;” Emily then 
personates her brother, Tom Wilton, a sporting character, and 
afterwards Dolly Dumps, a maid ofall work. Just as Hieary is 
about to quit the house in disgust with the whole family, the 
papa returns and the mystification is put an end to, and on 
Emily appearing in ber own proper person, Henry becomes en- 
amoured, and the lady takes him for better and for worse, and 
the piece ends happily. Attwood acted his part with ccnsidera- 
ble humour, and Mr. Roberts supported bis character with gen- 
tlemanly ease and without apparent effort, he is become a very 
effective representative of the stage voung gentlemen, than which 
there is no part so difficult to fill with credit.
